AMERICAN REPRINTS PROHIBITED IN 
CANADA. 


It is well known that, since the passage of 
the copyright bill by the Canadian legislature 
and its virtual rejection by the Imperial Gov- 
ernment in 1889, the Dominion printers and 
paper-makers, encouraged by a small minority 
of the book trade proper, have left nothing un- 
done to bring abouta change in the existing 
laws that would directly favor their interests. 

The latest and most important move thus far 
to ‘* force the hand” of the home government 
has been to induce the customs authorities 
to issue the following order: 


CAUTION. 


You are hereby respectfully cautioned that 
since the passage of the New Tariff it is no 


longer legal to import American Reprints of 


British Copyright Works (whether copyrighted 
in Canada or not). And your attention is called 
to the penalties provided by the Imperial Copy- 
right Act. 


Sec. XVII.—And be it enacted it shall not be 
lawful for any person to import into any part 
of the British Dominions any book (the word 
book is construed as meaning every sheet of 
music, map, chart, etc.), first composed, written, 
etc., in any part of the United Kingdom where- 
in there shall be copyright, and reprinted in 
any place out of the British Dominions, or shall 
publish or expose for sale or have in his posses- 
sion any such book, then every such book shall 
be forfeited and shall be seized by any Officer 
of Customs and the same shall be destroyed, 
and every person so offending being duly con- 
victed shall also for every such offence forfeit the 


sum of ten pounds ($50), and double the value of 
every such book or music which he shall so 
import or cause to be imported into any part of 
the British Dominions. 

The order furthermore prohibits also the im- 
portation of books of American authors with an 
English copyright. This move is little short 
of rebellion and may lead to serious complica- 
tions. Though the question is one that proy er- 
ly falls under international copyright legisla- 
tion, it undoubtedly also has ..direct bearing on 
the law of contracts, and it is therefore not 
likely that American publishers who have 
made contracts with English subjects to sell 
their books in a certain territory under the 
government of the British crown will quietly 
submit to any abrogation of rights which the 
law of Great Britain is bound to respect. 





Now that the Universal Postal Congress is 
in session in Washington, D. C., to consider 
measures for improving and facilitating inter- 
national postal arrangements, the opportunity 
seems favorable to bring to the attention of 
the delegates the advisability of raising the 
limit of weight on a single book which may be 
sent through the mails to a foreign country to 
three kilograms. The limit of weight at pres- 
ent allowed is two kilograms (about four pounds 
and six ounces), which, while probably ample 
to carry the comparatively féw popular books 
which are sent from one country to another, 
practically shuts out the more valuable scien- 
tific books, which must look tothe whole world 
for their market, they being as a rule larger, 
and frequently exceeding two kilograms in 
weight. As the law now stands they would 
appear to be discriminated against, and de- 
barred transportation inthe mails. It is sug- 
gested that those whq are interested, and who 
favor the change, will at once write to the 
Postmaster-General, requesting him to instruct 
the delegates from the United States to the 
International Postal Congress to this effect. 





THE SENATE TARIFF BILL. ° 


THE tariff bill reported to the Senate on the 
4th inst. by the Finance Committee differs in 
many important respects from the bill which 
the House passed and sent to the Senate. So 
far as the book trade is concerned the new bill 
seems to be less objectionable then the measure 
drawn up by Mr. Dingley. 

Books of,all kinds, including blank-books 
and pamphlets and engravings bound or un- 
bound. photographs, etc.; etchings, maps, 
music not specially provided for, are made 
dutiable at 25 per cent. ad valorem. The 
House provision relating to all these subjects 
is stricken out. 

Mechanically ground wood-pulp is changed 
from one-twelfth of one cent per pound to 744 
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cents per hundredweight, and a proviso is add- 
ed ‘‘thatif any country or dependency shall 
impose an export duty on pulp wood the 
amount of such export duty shall be added as 
an additional duty when imporied from such 
country or dependency.” 

A paragraph is added providing for a duty 
of 114 cents per pound and 15 per cent. ad val- 
orem on filter masse or filtered stock composed 
of wood-pulp. 

There is a new paragraph covering copying 
papers, as follows: ‘‘ Paper commonly known 
as copying paper, stereotype paper, tissue 
paper, pottery paper, and all similar papers, 
white, colored, or printed, weighing not over 
6 pounds tothe ream of 480sheets, on a basis 
of 20 by 30inches, and whether in reams or 
any other form, 6 cents per pound and 15 per 
cent. ad valorem; if weighing over 6 pounds 
and not over 10 pounds to the ream, and letter- 
copying books, whether wholly or partly manu- 
factured, 4 cents per pound and 15 percent. 
ad valorem; crepe paper and filtering paper, 5 
cents per pound and 15 per cent. ad valorem.” 

There is a substitute paragraph for Para- 
graph No. 394, covering surface-coated papers. 
Those not specially provided for in the act are 
made dutiable at 2} cents per pound and 15 per 
cent. ad valorem; if printed or covered with 
metal or with gelatine, 3 cents per pound and 20 
per cent. ad valorem; parchment papers and 
plain basic photographic papers for albumeniz- 
ing, 2cents per pound and 10 per cent. ad val- 
orem; albumenized paper, 30 per cent. ad val- 
orem. 

The provision in regard to lithotographic 
prints is entirely new, and is quitecomplicated. 
It requires a duty of 25 cents per pound on 
such prints from stone, zinc, or other material, 
bound or unbound, on paper not exceeding 
eight-one-thousandths of an inch inthickness, 
but the provision does not apply to cigar labels 
and bands, music andillustrations, when form- 
ing part of a periodical, or if bound in or form- 
ing part of printed books; of 12 cents per 
pound where the paper does not exceed twenty- 
one-thousandths of an inch in thickness; of 
Io cents per pound on prints not exceeding 
35 square inches cutting size and dimensions and 
twenty-one-thousandths of an inch inthickness; 
of g cents per pound on lithographic prints, on 
cardboard or other material exceeding twenty- 
one-thousandths of an inch in thickness; of 20 
cents per pound on lithographic cigar labels, 
flaps, and bands, if printed in less than ten 
colors, but not including labels printed in 
bronze and metal leaf; 25 cents per pound if 
printed in more than ten colors or in bronze, 
but not in metal leaf; 35 cents when printed in 
metal leaf. Books and periodicals of which 
lithographic prints are the chief value, 8 cents 
per pound and 15 percent. ad valorem. Writ- 
ing, letter, note, hand-made drawing, ledger, 
bond, record, tablet, and typewriter paper, 
weighing not less than 10 poundsand not more 
than 15 to the ream, 2 cents per pound and Io 
percent, ad valorem; weighing more than 15 
pounds to the ream, 34 cents per pound and 
15 percent. ad valorem. It is especially pro- 
vided that if the paper is ruled, bordered, em- 
bossed, printed or decorated, it shall pay 10 per 
cent. ad valorem in addition tothe above rates. 
Paper-hangings, and paper for screens or fire- 
boards and all other paper not specially pro- 
vided for, 25 per cent. ad valorem. 


The free list includes books, maps, music, 
engravings, photographs, etchings, and charts 
printed more than twenty years before the 
date of importation; all hydrographic charts 
and scientific books devoted to original scien- 
tific research, and publications issued for their 
subscribers by scientific and literary associa- 


tions, or publications of individuals for gratui- 
tous private circulation, and public documents 
issued by foreign governments ; books printed 
exclusively in foreign languages or for the 
blind; and books, maps, etc., especially im- 
ported, not more than two-copies in any one 
invoice, for the use of any society or institu- 
tion established solely for religious, philosophi- 
cal, educational, scientific, orliterary purposes, 
or forthe encouragement of the fine arts, or 
for the use of any college, school, or public li- 


brary, and not for sale. 

The House limitation of $100 on the value of 
clothes and personal effects of travellers to be 
passed through the Custom House is also 
stricken from the Senate revision. Paintings 
and statuary are also restored to the free list, 
and the whole bill greatly liberalized as com- 
pared with the measure adopted by the House, 

The retroactive clause has been eliminated, 
but it is understood at the Treasury Depart- 
ment that this will not necessarily result in the 
revocation of the department’s order requiring 
samples or other evidence of the character and 
value of the goods to be retained pending a 
final settlement. Onthecontrary, it is believed 
that the order will remain in force until the 
final passage of the bill. There is no evidence 
to show that the Senate is not in favor of the 
provision, and inasmuch as the House is likely 
to insist upon its retention, the Treasury of- 
ficials do not feel justified in destroying its 
effect by failing to keep a proper record of the 
goods imported under it. 





UNIVERSAL POSTAL UNION. 


THE fifth congress of the Universal Postal 
Union met in the morning of the 5th inst. in 
the Corcoran Gallery, Washington, D. C., 
which has been changed for the occasion into 
a beautiful assembly hall with surrounding 
banquet and committee rooms. 

All the countries in the Union were rep- 
resented, except Brazil, Congo State, Ecuador, 
Greece, Hawaii, and Uruguay, and in addition 
China and Corea, not now members, had im- 
posing delegations onthe floor. 

Postmaster-General Gary called the congress 
to order at 11 o’clock. He delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome to the delegates, in which he 
said it was quite appropriate that this congress 
should be held in the United States, for it was 
here that the suggestion of creating the Union 
originated. Postmaster-General Blair, in a 
communication to Secretary of State Seward, 
August 14, 1862, proposed: ‘‘ An international 
conference of postal delegates to recommend 
measures looking to the revision, simplifica- 
tion, and uniformity of international postal ar- 
rangements,” and the Department of State 
submitted the proposition tothe Governments 
of Great Britain, France, Prussia, Sweden, The 
Netherlands, Belgium, Italy, and Ecuador. 
Favorable responses were received from all the 
governments named, and at Paris, on the 
second Monday of the following May, the first 
international conference assembled. 
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Out of the idea of an international confer- 
ence grew the larger idea of a permanent 
Universal Postal Union, and the first congress 
of this Union met in the hall of the National 
Senate of Switzerland in September, 1874. 

The sessions will be held behind closed doors, 
and the discussions will be conducted entirely 


in French. The congress is expected to occupy 
a month or six weeks. 

Only matters affecting the transmission of 
international mails will be considered, and 
nothing whatever will be brought up pertain- 
ing to the regulation of mails within the various 
countries represented. It is expected that 
China, Corea, and the Orange Free State, and 
possibly several other countries, will seek ad- 
mission into the International Union. China 
has now only two agencies for the transmis- 
sion of international mails—the British at 
Hong Kong and the American office at Shang- 
hai. She will undoubtedly be admitted into 
the Union. 

A proposition will be laid before the congress 
to increase by one-quarter of an ounce the 
weight limit for a single postage on inter- 
national mails. The present standard of the 
Union is 5 cents for one-half ounce. 

Another important proposition specially af- 
fecting the small governments will be an 
attempt to have the international official cor- 
respondence of post-offices with private firms 
and individuals carried free of charge. At 
present the only free matter in international 
mails is that sent from one post-office to an- 
other. 





SCHOOL HISTORIES CRITICISED. 


THE committee on school histories appointed 
by G. A."R. Commander Graham, of New York, 
to examine the school histories in use in New 
York State so far as they relate to the Civil 
War, and to make recommendations in the 
premises has reported. It says: 

‘There are a large number of histories in 
use in the schools of our State, and while we 
have not been able to examine them all. we 
have examined all that are in use to any con- 
siderable extent. A school history must neces- 
sarily be brief, and should contain facts and not 
conclusions; it should be truthful and impartial, 
and not offensive to the Senator or the peasant, 
the New Yorkerorthe South Carolinian, yet we 
cannot avoid the convictions that treason can 
and should be made odious. We believe that 
the loyal people of the Southern States do not 
desire that the principles of secession be up- 
held or taught to their children in the public 
schools. 

‘* We do not find in any school history in use 
in this State a fair statement of the cause of 
the war. This question appears to your com- 
mittee to be the first that presents itself toa 
student wishing to obtain a correct under- 
standing of that greatconflict. Truth, justice, 
patriotism, and the unparalleled cost of life and 
treasure demand that this lesson should be 
deeply and lastingly impressed upon the minds 
and consciences of the American youth. 

‘‘We are compelled to report that in our 
Opinion the history of the Civil War should be 
rewritten for use in the schools in this State. 
We further suggest that the sufficiency and 
adaptability of a school history should be under 
the control of proper State authority.” 





THE ‘‘LOG OF THE WA YFLOWER.” 


THE recent return to the United States, 
through ex-Ambassador Bayard, of the so- 
called ‘* Log of the May/flower,’’ has awakened 
considerable public interest in that historic 
document. The manuscript, which, by the way, 


is not a ‘‘log” at all, was discovered in the 
Bishop of London’s palace some forty years 
ago, and its return to the custody of the United 
States was urged at that time by Robert C. 
Winthrop. John Lothrop Motley, while acting 
as Minister to England, also interested himself 
in the matter, but the first successful efforts 
were made by Senator Hoar, to whom is chiefly 
due the credit of its formal transfer by the Rt. 
Rev. Mandell Creighton, Bishop of London, to 
Mr. Bayard on April 29. The manuscript, 
miscalled a ‘‘log,” is really the well-known 
‘* History of the Plimouth Plantation,” written 
by William Bradford, the first of the Pilgrim 
governors, in 1647-48. Thiscopy, just restored 
to the United States, is believed by many au- 
thorities to be the original, largely written in 
Bradford’s own hand; but others contend that 
it is an early copy of the Bradford manuscript, 
made within twenty or thirty years after Brad- 
ford’s time. The chain of events by which it 
is believed to have found its way to the palace 
of the Bishop of London is curious and inter- 
esting. The ‘‘ History of Plimouth Plantation ”’ 
covered the history of the colony from 1602 to 
1648 —the date of its compilation—and the orig- 
inal manuscript was handed down, it is be- 
lieved, in Bradford’s own family. Liberal quo- 
tations were made from it in Morton’s ‘‘ New 
England’s Memorial,” published in 1669. Late 
in the seventeenth century Rev. Thomas Prince 
came into possession of what he declared to be 
the original, ‘‘ writ by the hand of Gov. Will- 
iam Bradford,” which was largely used by 
Hutchinson as material for his ‘‘ History of 
New England,” and on Prince’s death, in 1758, 
was deposited in the Old South Church collec- 
tion. At the time of the evacuation of Bos- 
ton in 1775the Old South Church collection 
was ransacked by the British soldiery, and 
Gov. Bradford’s letier-book was carried to 
Nova Scotia, and only a portion of it has ever 
been recovered. The ‘‘ History ” vanished ut- 
terly for seventy years. It was heard of again 
in 1844, when Samuel Wilberforce, Bishop of 
Oxford, published a ‘‘ History of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in America,” in which he 
quoted passages giving as reference ‘‘a MS. 
history of the Plantation of Plymouth in Ful- 
ham Library.’’ These passages were noted in 
1855 by John Wingate Thornton, the well- 
known historical scholar, who found them to 
be identical with the citations from the lost 
‘* Bradford history ” made by Morton, Hutch- 
inson, and Prince. The matter was promptly 
brought to the attention of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, which soon after obtained 
permission to examine the manuscript and 
verify this correspondence. In 1856, the year 
following the discovery, an accurate copy of 
the manuscript was published by the Society, 
with an introduction and notes by Charles 
Deane, in its ‘‘ Collections, Fourth Series, Vol. 
III.,”’ copies of which are con‘tained in the As- 
tor, Lenox, and Columbia University libraries. 
Finally, in 1896, a fac-simile reproduction by 
photo-lithography, with an introduction by 
John A. Doyle, was published in London by 
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Ward & Downey, and in the United States by 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. The fac-similes, 
which are also in the Astor, Lenox, and Co- 
lumbia University libraries, were published at 
$25 a copy. 

The name ‘‘ Log of the Mayflower,” popularly 
applied to the ‘‘History,” is acurious misnomer. 
The only portions relating at all to the voyage 
of the Mayflower are contained in chapters 
eight and nine, and these are incidents, extracts 
from letters, or direct narrative, possessing 
none of the characteristics of an ordinary 
ship's ‘‘log.”’ In the first few fly-leaves of the 
MS. is a Hebrew glossary, in the same hand- 
writing as the body of the history. It purports 
to be written by Gov. Bradford because of 
his longing desire to see with his ‘‘ owne eyes 
something of that most ancient language and 
holy tongue in which the Law, the oracles of 
God were wrote, and in which God and his an- 
gels spake to the holy patriarks of old time.” 
In the back is a list of the May/lower's com- 
pany, the original of all since published, and 
after that a record of the parish of Fulham, 
added after the volume was taken to England. 
The entire Ms. has many annotations by the Rev. 
Thomas Prince. 





PNEUMATIC MAIL SERVICE. 


THE surveys for the laying of the pneumatic 
tubes connecting the General Post-Office of 
New York City with that of Brooklyn have been 
completed, and the work of putting the pipes 
in position on the Brooklyn Bridge will be be- 
gun probably in a few days. 

The tubes will be of cast-iron, in twelve-foot 
sections, and 8 3-16 inches in diam-ter. The 
carrier, which will be 24 inches long, will make 
the journey across the river in 344 minutes 
under an air pressure of six pounds to the 
squareinch. One of the tubes will be for dis- 
patching and the other for receiving. A regu- 
lar series of carriers may thus be kept going in 
both directions. Each carrier will hold 600 
ordinary letters. It will therefore be possible 
to dispatch 246,000 letters each hour in each di- 
rection. The plant, which will cost $100,000, 
will be put in by a Philadelphia company. The 
tubes will run into the basements of the two 
post-office buildings.

PROTEST AGAINST REMOVING EX-LIBRIS 
FROM OLD BOOKS. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 5, 1897. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

DEAR Sir: As I know that your paper is 
largely read by dealers in old and rare books, 
Americana, etc., I venture to address to them a 
word in regard to an abuse which has now 
grown t» annoying proportions. 

The place for a book-plate, I venture to say, 

‘is on the inside of the cover of a book. It may 
there rightly be estimated and cherished as a 
mark of historical association with the volume, 
giving to the copy in which it appears a cer- 
tain distinction and individuality. There has, 
I know, grown up a fancy to: possess book- 

_plates for their own sakes, as pretty trifles 
worthy of preservation, and this practice can 
concern nobody but those who choose to give 
their time and means to that pursuit. Ina 
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free country a man may be permitted to collect 
what interests him and does not interfere with 
his neighb rs. Nor can any reasonable per- 
son objec: to the desire of the book trade to 
make what it can by ministering to this tancy. 
It must, however, be remembered that the 
main source of supply for both the trade and 
collectors must be those volumes in which a 
former owner has affixed his book-plate to the 
cover. That is to say, the supply of book- 
plates comes mainly from a practice of dealers 
of soaking off from the covers of bc oks instock 
such book-plates as they contain. I refrain 
from characterizing this practice with an epi- 
thet. A man has a right to injure his own 
property. But one who is a large buyer of 
books has also a right to protest against the 
impertinence, and I think I may add, the 
doubtful honesty of cataloguing and selling 
such mutilated volumes without notice of the 
fact of mutilation. There are many of us who 
seek to buy the older books in their original 
covers. Of course the book-plates, signatures 
and notes contained in such a book add great- 
ly to its interest by adding to the r: cord of ‘ts 
original condition some trace, at least, of its 
later fortunes and associations. I hold in my 
hand a bo k lately received from London in 
which are Ms. notes of such a character that | 
greatly desire to know who the owner of the 
book was. Aut the dealer has removed the book- 
plate which contained his name. And what is 
more, he sold me the book without notice to me 
that he had mutilated it. This is what I have 
a right to object to, in his case, ard inthe case 
of allthe trade. In time the matter will work 
its own remedy, as already c llectors are re- 
fusing to buy valuable volumes from which 
book-plates have been removed. Inthe mean- 
time one may at least lift up his voice in pro- 
test against an act of vandalism whose pe: pe- 
tration sets the actor quite apart from the noble 
army of book-lovers, and against an act of 
doubtful honesty in offering books whose value 
has been seriously impaired by the owner 
without notice to the p-ospective purchaser.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


JosEPpH THORNE, the inventor of the Thorne 
typesetting and distributing machine, died at 
his home, 89 Highland Avenue, Sing Sing, on 
the 4th inst. Hewas a sonof John Thorne, 
and was born at Marlborough, Ulster County, 
N. Y. He was seventy-one years of age, hav- 
ing been born February 17, 1826. His family 
were Quakers. When very young Mr. Thorne 
showed a fondness for machinery. He served 
through the Mexican War, and later became 
an engineer. He was Second Engineer of the 
ill-fated Arctic for a time, but resigned, and 
the last trip he made inthe ship was the one 
before that on which she started and never 
finished. Mr. Thorne’s inventions were many. 
Among them were a typewriter, a sewing ma- 
chine, and the typesetting machine. For some 
time he was associated with Howe, the inven- 
tor of the sewing machine. Later he was with 
the Singer Company, and for them went to 
Scotland and established a factory there.

editor-in-chief of the publications of the Baby- 
lonian Exploration Fund. It will be illustrated 
with seventy or more maps, plans, and other 
plates, including sketches of the more recent 
important finds. 


THE CENTURY COMPANY announces that it is 
unable to give the exact date for publishing 
Holmes’s ‘‘ Life of Queen Victoria.” Theillus- 
trations have been passed upon and printed, 
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but only about one-half of the book itself has 
gone through the press. The Queen is exam- 
ining the sheets very carefully, and this takes 
time, of course. There will be for sale in 
America about 600 copies of the edition, which 
will cost $15 each, and a very small number of 
the $50 edition remains unsubscribed for. 
Aside from the intrinsic worth of this book, it 
will have great value for collectors, and 
already the higher-priced copies have been ad- 
vanced in London, and, while a ten-pound note 
would have purchased the finer edition there a 
mo: th ago, £20 per copy is now being offered 
with no responses. It is expected that £30 will 
be- offered during the next few weeks. The 
Century Company will advance their price 
from $50 to $60 on May 15, if any copies shall 
have been unsold by that time. 


CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS are the American 
publishers of the Centenary edition of Carlyle’s 
complete works, of which eight volumes are 
now ready—‘‘The French Revolution,” in 
three volumes, ‘‘ Heroes and Hero Worship,” 
in one,and the first fourof ‘‘ Oliver Cromwell’s 
Letters and Speeches.”’ The set will comprise 
thirty volumes, and the whole of it is promised 
for this year. The text is that of the last edi- 
tion as collated and arranged by Carlyle him- 
self. The edition as a whole is under the 
supervision of H. D. Traill, who furnishes a 
general introduction and a short preface to 
each volume. One volume of the set will con- 
tain some essays and minor writimys never be- 
fore published in a collected form. Charles 
Scribner’s Sons are also the American pub- 
lishers of the new Gadshill edition of Charles 
Dickens’s works, which has been inaugurated 
with ‘‘ Pickwick” in two volumes, and ‘‘ Oliver 
Twist” inone. The form is a square crown 
octavo, and the number of volumes will extend 
to thirty-two. The special feature of this edi- 
tion is provided by the introductions to the 
several works, which Andrew Lang has un- 
dertaken to write, and which are as vivacious 
as might be expected. A general essay on 
Dickens, also by Mr. Lang, will appear in one 
of the later volumes. The illustrations are 
reproductions of the old and familiar etchings 
of Cruikshank, Seymour, and Browne, as well 
as a series of other drawings by such men as 
Maclise, Landseer, and Marcus Stone. A good 
deal of matter not hitherto included in any of 
the ‘‘complete”’ editions of Dickens is also 
promised. 
FOREIGN NOTES. 

KARL HENCKELL, of Zurich and Leipsic, has 
in press William Allen Butler’s poems, ‘‘ Two 
Millions,” and ‘‘ Nothing to Wear,” translated 
into German by Eduard Dorsch, and edited by 
Karl Knortz. 


GEORGE ALLEN, of London, has obtained Mr. 
Ruskin’s consent to the reissue in small form 
of ‘‘ Modern Painters,” complete with al] the 
original illustrations. At present the arrange- 
ments are not sufficiently far advanced to en- 
able us to give even an approximate date for 
publication. We hope, however, to be able to 
give full details very shortly. 


T. LoncMAN, of the firm of Longman & Co., 
the original publishers for Wordsworth and 
Coleridge, has prepared a volume descriptive 
of the manuscripts of those poets now in his 
possession. The volume will be annotated for 
publication by Hale White, who, over the pen- 
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name of ‘‘ Mark Rutherford,” has interested a 
large class of readers of realistic novels by 
‘‘The Revolution in Tanner’s Lane’; ‘ Mir- 
can’s Schooling,” and other books of which the 
author claims the information came to him 
through a certain ‘‘ Reuben Shapcott.” 


COLLECTORS will have an opportunity of se- 
curing some literary treasures at the forthc.m- 
ing sale of the Ashburnham Library, which is 
exceptionally rich in manuscripts and first edi- 
tions. Sotheby, Wilkinson & Hodge, who are 
to conduct the sale, expect it will occupy eight 
days. Among the varieties included in the 
collection is the first printed edition of the Bi- 
ble, which cost the Earl £3400. Seventy-two 
years ago it was sold for £500. The Caxtons 
include a first edition of Chaucer's ‘‘ Canter- 
bury Tales,” though not complete; but the 
earliest Caxton isa fine copy of ‘‘ De Conso- 
lacione Philosophie” (Boethius), printed before 
1479. The press of Wynkyn de Worde supplies 
some rarities, and many of the books of differ- 
ent early periods are rich in old and curious 
wood-cuts, such as those in the early editions of 
sop. The sale will commence on June 25. 


ELKIN MATHEWS is about to issue a reprint 
of ‘‘ Nepenthe,” a curious poem by George 
Darley, first privately printed for a few per- 
sonal friends in 1839. The copy from which 
Mr. Mathews’s reprint is to be made was ac- 
quired not long since by the British Museum, 
but it can hardly be actually the only one in 
existence, since Miss Mitford wasin possession 
of hercopy, which this does not purport to be, 
as late as 1851, in which year she wrote about 
it, and quoted extracts from it, in her ‘‘ Recol- 
lections of a Literary Life,” where she says of 
its form and purpose: ‘‘ Never was so thorough 
an abnegation of all literary coxcombry as was 
exhibited in the outward form of this ‘ Ne- 
penthe,’ unless there may be some suspicion of 
affectation in the remarkable homeliness, not 
to say squalidness, of the strange little pam- 
phlet,ascompared withthe graceand refinement 
of the poetry. Printed with the most imper- 
fect and broken types, upon a coarse, dis- 
colored paper, like that in which a country 
shopkeeper puts up his tea, with two dusky 
leaves of a still dingier hue, at least a size too 
small forthe cover, and garnished at edge and 
bottom with a running margin in his own writ- 
ing. Of such (resembling nothing so much 
as an old street ballad) is the singular disguise 
(oh, Mr. Darley might well have called that a 
mask !) of the striking poem of which I am 
about to offer an extract.”” Miss Mitford then 
proceeds to fill two or three peges of her book 
with Darley’s verse, which will soon be in the 
hands of his admirers in its entirety, and 
which, in their estimate at least, will remove 
him from her list of ‘‘ unrecognized poets.”’
